Mr. Meadows was 
full of his “ Civilisation” theories, 
one of which was the _ italicis«d 
dicttim that: “No nation has the 
right to aid, by actual force or by 
intimidation, one of the 2ontending 
purties in any other nation, wales it 
is to counterbulance ihe aidl given to 
an oposite perty byw third nation.” 
This he hoped would eventually “have 
the authority of an_ international 
axiom in the world.” It is especially 
noteworthy that the germs of the 
Hague tribunal for the adjustment of 
international misunderstandings be- 
fore they become actually cases belli, 
were a part of Mr. Meadows’ pro- 
gramme though he rightly ridiculed 
the effurt to stop the Crimean War 
by the appeals of representatives of 
the Peace Society to the Emperor 
Nicholas. What Mr. Meadows did 
pect, or at least what he recom- 
mended, and hoped for in the case of 
China, was that Great Britain, France, 
and the United States should agree 
upon a declaration of principles which 
they were to enforce in the case of all 
other nations, virtually constituting a 
treaty, or “Compact,” as the author 
terms it. ‘The first of seven proposed 
Articles of this unique agreement 
provided, or were to provide, that 
“An attack of Russia on China” was 
to have the ctfect of an armistice as 
between the three agreeing Powers 
in any pending case of disagreement, 
and also as an act of war against 
the three Powers, who were to 
regulate their action toward China 
“by agreement among themselves,

THE YANGKINGPANG.

Tr will be learnt with satisfaction 
from the Municipal Council's minutes 
ublished this morning that the 
Jouncil are not allowing the question 
of the rectification of this pestilential 
open sewer to fall back into the 
oblivion from which it was dra; ged 
by Mr. McBain, ‘Lhe question is re- 
opened by a letter from the Secretary 
of this Council to the Secretary of 
the French Municipal Council, in 
which Mr. Bland begins by admitting 
the contentions of Mr. McBain and 
the three medical men who reported 
on the condition of the creek, Mr. 
Bland says : “The Council’s attention 
has recently been directed to the 
increasingly unsatisfactory condition 
of the Yangkingpang waterway, and 
as a result of representations made in 
the matter by Mr. G. McBain, the 
question of culverting the creek has 
been fully and carefully considered, 


| Mr. McBain’s proposals for the adop- 


tion of the scheme set forth in the 
report of the Engincer to the French 
Municipality were supported by the 
medical opinion of Drs, Paulun, Reid, 
and Marsh, who held that the present 
state of the creek is productive of 
insanitary conditions highly undesir- 
able and prejudicial to the well-being 
of the feommunity. In this opinion 
the Council concurs,” 

So far so good ; but Mr, Bland goes 
on to reiterate the Council’s objec- 
tions to culverting, quoting fully from 
the long letter it addressed to Mr. 
McBain, which has already been 
quoted and commented on ‘in our 
columns. It is rather amusing to see 
Mr. Bland representing to the Secre- 
tary of the French Council, as one of 
the arguments against culverting, that 
“the “proposed improvement, while 
undoubtedly calculated to benefit 
in a marked degree the interests of 
owners of property situated in the 
rear of the French Settlement, would 
not serve as-a means of egress or as 
a feeder to the outlying roads of this 
Settlement. The proposed boulevard 
as. public thoroughfare would attract 
traffic from the Bund and Central 
District to the French extension aren, 
and, to put the facts concisely, would 
develop that locality to the detriment 
of land owners and others in this 
Settlement.” ‘This appears to be the 
real basis of the opposition to the 
culverting of the Yangkingpang. It 
appears to us to be an entirely 
undignified position for the Council 
to take, while at the same time the 
apprehensions expressed seem to us 
baseless. The new boulevard would 
serve the British extension as well as 








the French extension, and Shanghui 


ise|is quite large enongh now for the 
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opening of another large communica- 
tion with its western suburbs, with- 
out any necessary injury to property 
owners on the Nanking Road and 
the Malov. We need not dilate on 
the other objections to culverting’ 
mentioned, because Mr. Mayne, the 
Municipal Engineer, has shown how | 
little weight they really possess. Mr. 
Bland sums up by ‘proposing the 
dredging of the creek in a paragraph 
which can. only be characterised 
ag extraordinary: “The Council, 
would therefore urge that the joint 
work of dredging be resumed’ and 
carried out with the least possible 
delay, under the financial and adminis- 
trative conditions hitherto adopted in 
regard. to the maintenance of this 
waterway, conditions which have 
proved to be generally satisfactory, 
and effective in the’ past.” Now 
their own engineer has told the Coun- 
cil that owing to the condition of 
the bundings, it is impossible to 
dredge the Yangkingpang “to such 
depth as will permit of full tidal in- 
flux and consequent effective fush- 
ing ;” and it is decidedly a surprise 
to road that the dredging of the creek 
was “ generally satisfactory and effec- 
tive in the past.” A further letter 
from Mr. Bland to the Secretary of 
the French Council asks the French 
to cooperate with the International 
Police in preventing rubbish being 
thrown into the Yangkingpang. 

The reply of the French Council 
to these two letters is brief and to 
the point: “After consideration, 
and in accordance with the opinion 
already expressed at earlier meetings, 
the Council is unanimously of opinion 
that the only solution calculated to 
satisfy the residents of these Settle- 
ments is the culverting of the Yang- 
kingpang, and the Council is fully 
pre to place itself in relation 
with the Council of the neighbouring 
Settlement for an exchange of views 
on the steps to be taken in regard to 
the execution of the said enterprise.” 
This letter is exactly the reply that 
the Council must, have expected to 
get, knowing the views of the French 
Council on the subject. ‘This Coun- 
cil replied on the 12th instant at 
some length, regretting that the 
French Council makes no allusion to 
the palliative measures proposed by 
this Council, and asking the follow- 
ing questions :—

Just why experience 
should be deemei necessary for consular 
officials and unnecessary for diplomatists 
‘is one of those questions which the Pre- 
sident occasionally brings to light, but 
unfortunately omits to answer.

them. The scheme of educational union 
with the English Baptists has been advanced 
one step further, and it is hoped that within 
ayearor two more the union may become 
‘an accomplished fact. To-morrow the dozen 
or more guests, who have helped to enliven 
Chivan during the past ten days will begin 
to scatter to their various stations to take 
up their autumn work. 
Consul and Mrs. Lange 
have just gone to Taishan, a hundred and 
eighty li south of here, for a fortnight’s stay 
ov the side of the mountain, where they 
intend rusticating in a temple some half 
way up to the top. ‘This is the only outing 
Mr, Lange has bad for a year or more, 
and he was greatly in need of change and 
rest.

Weather and Crops. 

For some time the weather has been 
quite changeable Once in a while it has 
been exceedingly hot for this time of 
the year, owing doubtless to the two or 
three typhoons that were “knocking 
about,” but did not come unpleasantly 
near us. There has been scarcely any 
rain for a month or more, but the copious 
downfalls of the spring ‘and early sum- 
mer so replenished the pools and ponds 
and mountain reservoirs that. there is, as 
yet, no appreciable need in this line. It 
is @ pleastire to report. that crops of all 
kinds are better than for years—at least 
in northern Fukien. Seldom is there a 
season when one or more districts of this 
region are not afflicted with total or 
partial failure of crops and it is a satis 
faction to know that rice, wheat, potatoes 
and peanuts—the staples—have all yield- 
ed plentifully.

Railway Progress. 

Since the recent extension of the German 
railway to Chouts‘un, which occurred with 
appropriate ceremonies on 22nd Sept 
traffic on the line has perceptibly 
creased. ‘This is the first point yet reached 
to contribute a large export trade to the 
line in exchange for foreign goods carried 











from the coast. Between ‘Tsingtao and 
Weihsien considerable quantities of bean- 
going eastward by rail. Of courso 





the Fangtze coal mines contribute a large 
quota of freight business, but this is a 
foreign enterprise and does not rank with 
the native products herotofore carried by 
Chinese vehicles. Ch‘ingchoufu city affords 
a large export of walnuts and a little silk, 
but when we come to Ch‘outsun the cou: 
ditions a tly more favourable to's ro- 
gular and heavy traftic, Here is the second 
commercial centre in this province, the 
development of half a century front'sinull 
hesinnings, For many -years Ch‘outsiu 
has been noted for its trade in hats, pongeo 
silk, strawbraid, aud glassware.” ‘Theso 
goods have hitherto been hauled to: Chefoo 
over a good three hundred iniles of the 
most atrocious roads imaginable, and “it 
‘ands to reason that the railway will not 
only divert this reat existing trade to 
Tsingtao, but will develop ib to a large 
degree in a few years. This constrains mo 
to mention what T consider a good fault, 
to wit that the railway station “at Ch'ou 
tsun is inadequate to accommodate the 
volume of trado that will soon be handled 
there. Pas-enger business also promises 
to far exceed any present provision for 
ingress and egress. The management of 
the railway will pardon the writer if fe 
makes the same statement concerning the 
station at Weihsien. I feel sure nu stock- 
holders will be offended if it becomes 
necessary to tear down their barns and 
build greater. ‘The increase of passenger 
trattic all along the line will soon require 
more trains. Now” that strict adherence 
to the schedule is insisted upon and higher 
speed maintuined, it is a real delight to 
traverse Shantung and note the variety of 
Perhaps no spot is moro im- 
pressive than that west of Ch‘ingchoufu, 
where the line passes among the groat 
mound-tombs of the kings of ancient ‘Chi, 
(#4) and after curving sround the base of 
historic Miushan brings you upon the 
cleven-span bridge over the Chihho (river), 
where the old time traveller is reminded of 
his former struggle with sand and water 
in his effort to cross this vast torrent-bed 
by means of cart or barrow.. Rails are 
laid fifteen kilometres west of Ch‘outsun, 
il the outlook is favourable for an early 
completion of the road to Chinanfu,— 
possibly by the end of this year.

The Russo-Japanese Situation. 
Baron R. Rosen, Russian Minister in 
‘Tokio, who left Nagasaki on the 24th 
ult, by the warship Rurik, after having 
confidential conferences with Admiral 
Alexeieff, Viceroy of the Far East, on the 
‘subject of the pending Russo-Japanese 
negotiations, returned to Tokio on the 


morning of the 3rd October. Prince 
Koudacheff, First Secretary to the 
Russian ition, interviewed by a Press 


reprecentative, ‘emphasised that the 
result of the téte-a-téte between Viceroy 
Alexeief and Baron Rosen will no doubt 
be sufficient enough to settle amicably 
the mutual desires of the two peoples. 
Tho Baron has always entertained a good 
idea of Japan and has never forgotten 
to promote invariably peaceful relations 
between Japan and Russia. Viceroy 
Alexeieff, who lived in the Far East 
for over twenty years, is a strong man 
but he is also a mioderate, so observed the 
Prince. : 


The Transference of Negotiations. 
Baron Rosen, on returning to the 
capital, had an interview for about forty 
minutes the same afternoon with Baron 
Komura, Japanese Minister of Foreiga 
Affairs, in thé latter's official residence, 
which is within a stone's reach from 
the Legation. On Tuesday afternoon, 
the 6th inst., ho had another brief con- 
ference with the Japanese Minister. On 
‘Thursday forenoon a third came of. 
. Baron Rosen is said to havo already 
resented to Baron Komura something 
ke a “modus vivendi,” about which 
there are now various rumours bein; 
printed by certain Tokio papers. If 
gather aright from what is stated in well- 
informed circles here, there are now two 
Princes of the blood in St. Petersburg and 
wielding considerable influence in the 
Muscovite Court circles. The consoli 
tion of the civil and military administra- 
tion, in the Far East was reported to have 
been a subject of the recent Port Arthur 
conference. presided over by General 
Kouropatkin, on his way back from 
Japan. But’the appointment of Admiral 
‘Blexciof to that commanding post was 
actually recommended by the two Princes, 
to whom Ialready referred, and announc- 
ed without notice to General Kouropatkin 
and Count Lamsdorff. General Kouropat- 
kin is alleged to have wished himself to 
be the first Viceroy but has been plainly 
scooped by the two Princes, and will no 
doubt be’ now rather dissatisfied. The 
rumoured resignation of the War Minister 
fas not been so far substantiated, but 
cannot but show which way the wind 
blows. 

T have good reason to believe that the 
situation fas now reached a stage where 
an amicable settlement is probable. Baron 
Tosen is understood to have brought with 
him ful assurances from Port Arthur, 
and it is expected Russia will at length 
make some concessions, enabling Japan 
to realise her aims in view without having 
recourse to arms. 

‘The War Office summoned on the 30th 
ult. representatives of all metropolitan 
newspapers and news agencies and asked 
them to be prudent in dealing 
with the existing delicate state of affairs. 
Following the example of the War Office, 
tho Naval Office gave other warnings to 
them yesterday, and the Homo Offico 
to-day-

Japan 
would of course not be drawn by Russia, 
but must assume a resolute stand at this 
time in accordance with the provisions of 
the said Convention and her national 
policy, ‘The “ Jiji,” another independent 
and influential paper, says that the 
patience of the Japanese people has 
reached its extreme limit. This phrase 
winds up a very moderately couched 
article, the gist of which is that Japan 
asks of Russia nothing more than fulfil- 
ment of the latter's treaty pledges 
Russia has solemnly bound herself to pel 
form certain acts. Instead of giving 
effect to her asseveration, she is proceed- 
ing in a manner which cannot be interpret- 
ed otherwise than as challenging Japan to 
@ contest. ‘ine “Nichi Nichi,” of old 
reputation, recently remarked that the 
Manchurian question and the pending 
Russo-Japanese negotiations _ hav 
direct connection, but th 

ich is often styled a semi-official journal 
Ww of its general accuracy and 
authenticity, contended that the complete 
evacuation of Manchuria by Russia cannot 
but be a preliminary step toward the 
satisfactory solution of the Manchurian 
problem. “Meanwhile, what Japan now 
demands of Russia is only fair and -eason- 
ablo continues the “ Kohumin ;” should 
the Government of Czar Nicholas refuse 
to entertain such moderate proposals, it 
must expect to stand without the general 
sympathy of the civilised nations, who 
can appreciate the sterling but reserved 
qualities invariably shown by the Japa- 
nese. 


Peaceful Prospects. 


It is stated in woll-informed circles that 
a certain corporation organised by 
Japanese and Coreans has secured the con- 
cession of the Seoul-Kaishyeng (Songdo) 
section of the Seoul-Wiju Railway and is 
endeavouring to obtain a further conces- 
sion for tho remainder of the line. ‘The 
surveying is also said to have been going 
on with a view to installing submarine 
cables between Fusan and Gensan (Wén- 
san) and between Fusan and Tatungkou 
(which is to be opened by the new Japan 
and American treaty with China). Japan 
has already concessions for the Seoul 
Chemulpo and Seoul-Fusan Railways and 
if the above statement is well-founded, 
as I hope, it 1s unmistakably a welcome 
addition to those arrangements for the 
protection of her vast special interests in 
the peninsula.

It 
is not an enviable reputation and I under- 
stand it may last but for a few months 
as it is predicted that the summer of 1904 
will be still colder and wetter—owing to 
the much talked of sun spots, Any 
it is as well to be forewarned as mackin- 
toshes may rise in price! People have 
come back to town far earlier than usual, 
and last night when Mr. Tree opened his 

wutuinn season at His Majesty's with 
Richard I,” quite a number of well- 
known people were to be seen in the stalls, 
The various foreign Spas are 1 believe 
still crowded but the weather has been 
kinder in France and Germany than in 
England. The distress in rural districts 
is more acute than it has been for years 
and should we have a hard winter 1 fear 
that many will die of starvation pure and 
simple, By chatting with country trades- 
men ono ‘learns much of the “wheels 
within wheels” of village life. A little 
shopkeeper explained to me how that he 
could not expect cottagers to pay for 
goods during the winter months because 
most of them earned nothing, but in tho 
summer the men work in the fields and 
the women sell fruit, or tako in washing 
for holiday visitors, or may be let their 
rooms and then they gradually pay off 
their debts. Now, however, owing to the 
absence of fruit and visitors and (in many 
cases) employment for the men, on 
account of the rain, they can not only 
not pay off their arrears of debt: but they 
want further credit and there seems n0 
prospect. of repayment for an indefinite 
time. ‘The unfortunate shopkeeper must 
meet his obligations or put up his shutters 
so his future appears equally black. Such 
is rural England to-day not only in the 
West, where I made ray inquiries, but 
also in north, south, and’east. People who 
know nothing of their conditions are con- 
stantly talking of the improvidence of the 
working classes but the mystery to me 
if lean years follow in quick succession 
evidently takes several good seasons to 
clear off the debts of the bad ones, and 
if lean year follow in quick succession 
one wonders how ends ever meet at all.

Road 
where the fire appeared to be fiercest 
and four streams were brought into play 
from other directions. The firemen had a 
very severe time in trying to overcome the 
flames, which had gained a strong hold 
before their arri The tire was in what 
is known as the Tong-he Dackah, and 
houses were burning on both sides of the 
alleyway. ‘The Brigade was greatly handi- 
capped by the inaccessibility of the burning 
buildings some parts of which it was quite 
impossible to reach. It soon became evident 
that the hydrant streams were insufficient 
to cope with the outbreak and three engines, 
belonging to the Deluge, Torrent, and 
Victoria Companies, respectively, were re- 
quisitioned. ‘Two of these took their water 
supyly from the Yangkingpang Creek. 
As is the usual experience of the firemen 
it was practically Jow water at the time so 
that in half an hour the Creek was 
dry and the engines had to bs tak a 
they were pumping up mud.

The Scene at Night. 
The scene at night is very impressive.

A Striking Scene. 
On one night last week when the 
mancevres were in fall swing the sight 
presented by the entrance of the harbour 
was one wh'ch I cannot soon forget.

‘The greatest 
protection of Port Arthur, ho a 
the remaining months of the year, will be 
the bad weather and the strong northern 
wind which will at onee afflict and guard it. 
‘The mancuvres had to he brought to a 
premature conclusion owing to the pre- 
valence of this wind, and at the time of con- 
cluding (Sept. 24, Oct. 7) there is blowing 
awind which would certainly prevent a 
land ing place or an attack being 
made on the for'ress. 


In Daytime. 
In daytime the scene is also animated if

‘The Spanish Go- 
yernor, it appeared, had the idea he could 
do exactly as he liked with the natives, 
who were not very numerous though brave 
as lions. Accordingly when he sent 
a peremptory order to the chicf of 
Ja-Koit to appear before him in the set- 
tlement, the chief sent back a point blank 
refusal to do anything of the sort. If 
the Governor wanted him, he said 
proudl, let him come for him hinself. 
The Governor, needless to say, had no such 
intention, but did send a young officer 
with a detachment of soldiers to bring 
the refractory monarch by force before 
him. When the Spaniards arrived at the 
hig house where the king held his court, 
they found him at the head of a tong 
rooin, surrounded with his tribesmen, all 
armed with kmves. The lieutenant 
ranged his soldiers in line and then asked 
for the king. “Here Iam,” said the 
chief. The Governor wishes to see you,” 
said the lieutenant. “I answer I will 
not go to the Governor,” said the 
king with dignity, “Then I must 
take you,” was the licutenant’s rejoinder 
as he ordered his men to make the arrest. 
Immediately the whole body of natives 
sprang to their fect with wild yelping and 
their knives fashed out. Before’ the 
Spaniards could get in a volley they were 
swept down upon, and in less than fifteen 
ere was not a living man of 

The bodies flung into the 
stream crimsoned it with blood and set 
the rebellion in full career. ‘The Maria- 
deMolino had been moored alongside the 
island as a defensive hnlk, but it now ap- 
peared she had been very badly located 
and as a matter of fact her guns could 
rot protect the colony at all. Some boat- 
loads of marines were sent ashore, but 

































'd|| they shared the fate of the colonists they 


came to rosene, and the boats themselves 
were seized and carried off. Meantune 
the Governor was doing his best to fortify 
the colonist: behind of rice but no- 
thing could save them against the mad 
onrush of the natives. Some ran into 
the bush, only to be made prisoners ; most 
were cut down where they stood, but a 
few managed, bleeding from wounds, to 
eseape to the ship. The Governor was 
captured and shut up in his own impro- 
vised battery. There they kept him four 
days and nights, almost naked and with- 
ont food or drink. On the fourth mght 
he managed to escape and endeavoured to 
swim to the transport. He was calling 
ent May Moline, Maria-de-Molino” 
to attract attention on board, when a 
native came canoeing swiftly towards him 
and with a loud “ Hurrah” clove his head 
clean off with his long knife. The fives 
of the priests were spared, but they were 
turned out from the colony without a 
stick and the village was then fired. An 
attempt was even made to capture the 
Maria-de-Molino, but although there were 
but twenty men left on board the 
chip was too well protected to be 
taken. Still inatters Were pretty bad on 
deck.

Provisions 
could only be obtained through the assi 
tance of two Portucucse, runaway whalers 
originally, who acted as go-betweens with 
the shore.

"Daitotei, October 12th :—'* American ship 
Benjamin Sowall was wrecked at Garam- 
bia, South Formosa, on October 5th. The

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regarding the abandoned vessel. ‘The Oro 
was bound from Java to Kobe, via Kuchi- 
notsu, and on the 6th instant, at 8.3 am 

the Captain sighted a dismasted vessel on 
the starboard beam, At the time the weather 
was fine, there being a fresh south-westerly 
wind, with a heavy cross swell and sea. 
The Oro hove to, and found the vessel to 
be the Benjamin Sewall. Only three lower 
masts and the lower rigging were standing. 
‘The mastheads were gone above the eyes of 
the rigging ; the cross-jack yard was intact ;

‘There was much wreckage floating 
along the port side of the ship, but there 
were no signs of life on board. Captain 
Coleman sent his Chief Officer away in a 
boat, and the latter with great difiiculty 
boarded the Benjamin Sewall. It was then 
found that the vessel had beon abandoned. 
She was loaded with lumber, but her lower 
holds were then two-thirds full of water. 
‘The chronometers and clock on board 
the vessel were still going, the former 
showing forty-eight hours had elapsed 
since winding. One live pig and a cockatoo 
were found on board. It was decided 
to try and tow the vessel to port. Owing, 
however, to the heavy cross swell prevailing, 
and to both vessels rolling heavily, boating 
operations proved very difficult, and it was 
not until threo o'clock in the afternoon 
that the Oro was able to make fast to 
the ship and to commence towing. ‘The 
Benjamin Sewall steered very wild, and at 
4.30 she took a heavy sheer on top of a 
high swell and parted all the towlines. As 
night was approaching. Captain Coleman 
ded to abandon the atteinpt to tow the 
id, afrer recalling 
and ‘men, the Oro proceeded on her course 
at 5.30. 

‘Phe position of the Benjam 
when left by the Oro was lat. 21.30 N. 
Jong, 122.15 K., Y’ami Island S,33° W. true, 
80 miles. 

There were signs, says Captain Coleman, 
that the vessel had'heen left in gr-at haste, 
and that she had on bourd two Indies and a 
child, As the vessel lies, she is a great 
danger to navigation.

In this address on my journeys of o: 
ploration in China which tho British 4 
sociation have done me the honour of 
inviting me to give this afternoon, I pur- 

ose taking you over the courso of two 
journeys, made to tho regions of the 

"pper Yangtze, immediat ly before and 
after the Boxer outbreak. The first of 
these in 1900 lasted for seven months, 
and took me from Burma up to Tibetan 
territory, and across China to Shanghai ; 
the second made in 1901-2 lasted for nine 
months and took mo from Peking over 
new ground almost back to the confines 
of Burma. I can therefore deal only 
very briefly with the events of these 
journeys, which covered nearly 6,000 
miles of land travel on foot and 3,000 
miles on inland waterways by boat and 
junk. 

I propose therefore to dwell chiefly on 
those points of general interest with 
which in the course of my travels I came 
in contact, and particularly on those 
which, bearing on problems of commercial 
importance, must be of special interest 
to those living in our great industrial 

















tive study of the conditions that have | 
arisen in recent. years, and by being early | 
in the new field now opened up, that we 
shall be able to hold our own in this 
struggle for trade supromacy. 

‘The starting place in my journcy of 
1900 was Bhamo, where I made a short 
stay in order to organise my party, wl 
consisted of « surveyor who was 
of India, six Ghurkhas, a Mahommedan 
cook, and a Chinese interpreter who had 
been born and bred in Mandalay where 
there is a large and thriving Chinese 
colony whose children are brought up as 
British subjects, and often talk Hindus- 
tani as well as Chinese and Burmese. 

Bhamo is our frontier garrison town on 
the borders from Burma and China; it 
has a most mixed population of Burmese, 
Chinese, Shans, and frontier tribesmen. 
A large trade is carried on from it, and it 
is the starting point from which immense 
transport trains of coolies and mules carry 
Indian yarn into China. 

Our arrangements were completed and 
a start made just at the time of the Chi- 
nese New Year, which falls rather later 
than ours, and on our second day's march 
we found ourselves-crossing tho frontier 
of Yunnan into Chinese territory, whero 
we at once came upon the paved roads 
which are found all over China. Those 
are usually from one to two yards in 
width, and aro made up of rough hewn 
stone paving blocks which, when once laid 
down, are never renewed ‘or re-laid, how- 
ever uneven or irregular they may  be- 
come. They are roads which well merit. 
the pithy Chineso description of them: 
* Roads for ten years, bad for a 
thousand.” No attempt at alignment is 
ever made; when a hill lies in the way 
the road is carried straight up it by a 
series of flights of staircases made of 
similar paving slabs. 

The road we followed is a well-known 
trade route to Tengyueh, tho nearest 
largo trading centre in’ Yunnan to 
Burma, and more commonly known” un- 
dor the name of Momein, a town hitherto 
noted for its hostility to foreigners, and 
where the Chinese Provincial Authorities 
are supposed to keep up a large garrison 
to_guard their frontier. 

Proposals have been made to connect 
Bhamo and Tengyueh by railway; and 
though, owing to the nature of the coun- 
try, it would not be feasible to carry a 
line any further than Tengyuch, a di 
tance of 130 miles, yet even this short 
line would probably pay its way and in- 
crease our trade and influence in the 
Province of Yunnan. From Tengyuch I 
was to strike northwards. and after 
tonchi

THE GROWTH OF THE 
JAPANESE NAVY. 


THE September issue of the 
“Nineteenth Century” has a very 
interesting article with the above 
title by Mr. J. H. Longford, late 
H. M. Consul at Nagasaki. Mr. Long- 
ford went to Japan -originally asa 
student interpreter in 1869, and as 
the Japanese navy may be said to 
have grown up under his eyes, his 
account of that growth is of especial 
interest. The ‘most powerful ships 
in the Japanese navy are English- 
built, four of them being, three 
years ago, superior in armour and 
armament to any of our own ships ; 
“the services of some of the best 
officers of the English navy, of the 
highest reputation in their respective 
professional spheres, have at various 
periods been placed at the disposal of 
the Japanese Admiralty in the naval 
colleges, and it is to their training and 
to that of the subordinate officers and 
men who accompanied them, con- 
seientiously, industriously, and effi- 
ciently performed, that both officers 
and men in the Japanese navy owe 
the foundations of their presen’ pro- 
fessional skill. . . . If time, as it 
passes, should ever cause English and 
vapanse seamen to fight side by 
side, whatever exploits may be per- 
formed by the latter may well be a 
source of legitimate pride to the 
former as being those of their own 
professional children.” 

Mr, Longford points out that while 
the vast foreign trade of Japan has 
grown up from nonsing in the last 
forty years; it is a mistuke to suppose 
that the naval spirit in Japan is of| 
equally recent origin. It is true that 
in the middle of the 17th century 
the Tokugawa Shoguns prohibited 
entirely the building of vessels 
capable of navigating the open 
sea; but before that the Japanese 
were bold and adventurous seamen. 
In the 16th century the Shogun 
Hideyoshi invaded Corea with « 
naval and military force of half-a- 
million men. Japanese pirates made 
frequent descents on the China coust, 
their junks traded as far as Siam to 
the south, and they were sometimes 
carried as far as Honolulu, and the 
Pacific Slope. “In 1185 the Taira 
and Minamoto families fought their 
ast struggle for national supremacy 


in the Straits of Shimonoseki, when 

the Taira fleet of over 500 galleys 

was crushed by the Minamoto fleet 

of 700, and the entire Taira clan | 
annihilated, after a bitter sea-fight 

carried on through the whole of aj 
long May day.” “Forbidden to sail 
their junks out of sight of land, the | 
Japanese kept up their seamanship j 
as fishermen and coasters, so that! 
there was no lack of first-class seamen 

when the revolution threw the world | 
open to them once more. 


As soon as the treaties were made | 


with Foreign Powers, the Japanese | 
realised the value of steam. All| 
sorts of worn-out and obsolete craft 
were sold to the government of the 
Shogun and some of the gieat Dai- 
mios; but the Japanese, though good | 
sailors, knew nothing of marine | 
engineering, and many casualties 
resultel from this ignorance. But 
Steps were soon taken to remedy this. 
“Students, the most conspicuous of | 
whom was Admiral Enomoto, were 
sent to Holland to study naval science, 
‘The foundations of the present great 
Naval Arsenal at Yokosaka were laid 
by French engineers, and most im- 
portant step of all, the services of 
English naval officers were obtaine | | 
for the organisation of a naval | 
school at Yokohama,” The chief of 
these officers was the present retired 
Admiral Sir R. E, Tracey, K.C.B. 
In reference to the arsenal at Yoko- 
suka, Mr, Longford mentions the 
docking of the Victorious, and the 
discovery by the Japanese engineers 
that there was a mistake of one foot 
in her draft of water, the painters 
in the English dockyard having 
skipped from XVI to XVIII in in- 
scribing: the figures on her stern 
post. He mentions also how the 
arsenal was saved to Japan by the 
ready courage of the agent of an 
English bank, who came forward and 
advanced the necessary funds when 
the French Minister threatened to 
seize the arsenal owing to the Shogun 
being unable to pay the salaries of 
the French Engineers and the heavy 
cost of machinery that had been 
obtained from France.

But the Kayo “Maru 
struck a rock in a gale and became 
a total wreck, others of his ships 
were disabled, and though he made 
a splendid fight of it, he had nothing 
that could stand up against the 
Stonewall Jackson, and the capture 

by the Imperialists 
practically finished the revolutionary 
war, 

‘The Emperor once settled in power, 
the government set to work to create 
a navy. The first step was the 
establishment of a large naval college 
at Tokio, for which instructors were 
asked from England. ‘Che director- 
ship’ of the whole was entrusted to 
Commander Douglas, now Com- 
mander-in-Chief of his Majesty's fleet 
on the North America ‘and West 
India station, and the choice proved 
singularly fortunate.” Mr. Longford 
does justice too to the work done by 
a “half-pay lieutenant of the English 
marines,” “Lieut. Hawes, who first 
taught the Japanese naval officers 
and men “to present in themselves 
and in their ships the outward aspects 
of smartness and efficiency in which 
they are now the acknowledged equals 
of the best navies of the world.” 

Mr. Longford traces briefly the 
evolution of the navy, from the ego. 
shaped ironclad Fuso built at Poplar 
in 1877, to the creation of the present

Magistrate Sun Suh-p'ing (BRERA) made! 
several unsuccessful attempts to arrest him. 
At last the Roman Catholic priest became 
very angry, and demanded his immediate 
arrest. 
son, with soldiers, and arrested him. but 
both soldiers and people to the north of 
the city were displeased, and some thou- 
sands gathered together snd came to the 
city, refosing to disperse till Wang Sih- 
tung was released. Reduced to extremity. 
the fuseiatrate released him; aad then 
gave up his office. Nor were those sent 
to take his place able to settle the matter 
satisfactorily. Mr, Sun was really a good 
official ; and those who followed him came 
only temporarily, At last came a Mr. 
Yung, as acting magistrate. As Mr. Sun 
had lost his uttice on account of the 
Romanists, Tung became wholly sub- 
servient to them; whenever the priest 
card came in, all was settled accord- 
ing to his wishes. For a year or more, 
indeed, not even the priest's card hns been 
néeded ; any member of his church was 
sure of the official’s protection, and the. 
yamén underlings feared the couverts. The| 
mere mention of the name, Roman Qutholic 
Church, held all men in fear. ‘Thus it is 
that though o.ly working at Ninghai for 
ten years or so, this church couuts a mem- 
bership of near 1,000... Unfortunately, the 
priest did not enquire closely into’ hi 
converts’ cases, but seems to have taken 
their word for everything, and was gren'ly 
deceived by them. ‘The chapel became like 
a yomén, ‘There were four members ap- 
pointed with jurisdiction over all cases of 
the converts in the four quarters of the 
surrounding country, These each carried 
document purporting to be the command 
of the resident priest. In these documents 
was indicated what sort of cases should be 
settled by payment of so many dollars, or 
by giving so many feasts, or by mutual 
explanation and harmonious agreement. 
But the dollars were most in evidence. 
Between ten and twenty kinds of cases 
were given. The existence of these! 
documenta was matter of public knowledge, i 
many persons having seen them. ‘The recent ; 
troubles find their source in these causes ; 
and if they are not wisely settled, these 
troubles will bear fruit in still greater ones 
to come.
